Woman who admits 


A YOUNG mother has apologised to 
the family of the man she stabbed 
and killed during an early morning 
row in Banbury. 

Natasha Capell admits manslaughter, 
but denies murdering Kyle Byfield at 
her flat in the town on Thursday, April 
16, this year. 

A jury of seven women and five men 
heard that the pair had been part of a 
group who were drinking and taking 
drugs when they went back to her home 
in Jubilee Court with friend Jake Orwa. 

But Alan Blake, prosecuting, said 
Capell saw red after the pair refused to 
leave her home and she grabbed a 12- 
inch kitchen knife. 

She then stabbed 23-year-old Mr By- 
field in the chest, the court was told 

An ambulance was called and he was 
taken to hospital, but died later that day. 

Giving evidence at Oxford Crown 
Court this week, 26-year-old Capell wept 
as she denied murdering Mr Byfield. 

She admitted that she was “no angel”, 
but said she had been left devastated by 
Mr Byfield’s death. 

The mother-of-one added: “I feel so 
guilty I have taken someone’s life. 

“T feel terrible for his family, especial- 
ly his mum. 

“Every day, I wake up and the first 
thought that comes into my head is Ky-

le’s dead. Then I wake up in the night 
and I think it’s all a dream, a night- 
mare, then remember that it’s real.” 

Turning to the public gallery with 
tears running down her cheeks, she 
added: “I wish I could swap places 
with him.

Capell told the jury that she remem- 
bered grabbing the knife from a pouffe 
in her living room. 

She said she had left it there after 
opening bags of fruit the previous day Kyle Byfield died in hospital after wounding 
and started waving it around, trying 
to get the men to leave. 

However, Capell denied saying “I’m 
going to f****** stab you” and said she 
had struck Mr Byfield as he tried to 
take the knife away from her. 

She added: “I remember him coming 
towards me and I struck him. 

“IT just wanted him to get away from 
me. I didn’t realise the force that I had 
done it with.”

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Motorsport group’s 
HQ creates energy 


A SOLAR panel will be installed 
on the rooftop of the 
headquarters of the 
motorsport and engineering 
group Prodrive in Banbury. 

The project, to be completed 
in early 2016, will be funded by 
the Low Carbon Hub, a social 
enterprise that promotes 
renewable energy in 
Oxfordshire. 

When completed, it is likely 
to be the largest community- 
owned rooftop solar 
photovoltaic installation in the 
country. 

It will generate green 
electricity for Prodrive, whose 
new headquarters are installed 
near the M40, and deliver an 
annual financial benefit of 
approximately £20,000 to low 
carbon community projects in 
the region. 

David Richards, chairman of 
Prodrive, said: “Renewable 
energy is vital for all our 
futures. 

“Our new headquarters by 
the M40 has a large south- 
facing roof and it made 
absolute sense to use it to 


and to help fund similar 
renewable energy projects in 
our local community.” 

The project will generate 
636kW of renewable electricity 
when operational, the 
equivalent of providing 
electricity for more than 150 
homes, which will be used to 
help power Prodrive’s 
headquarters. 

“Surplus income from the 
project will fund community 
energy projects, such as 
insulating homes to make them 
more energy-efficient, and 
providing solar panels for 
schools where the projects 
would not otherwise be 
financially viable.” 

Dr Barbara Hammond, CEO of 
Oxfordshire-based Low Carbon 
Hub, said: “It’s great to partner 
with forward-thinking 
businesses like Prodrive. 

“If all the tenants in the 
Central One Business Park 
were to follow Prodrive’s lead 
on community energy 
partnerships, we could 
generate enough green energy 
to power the equivalent of 700 
households.”

PLANS to replace vacant buildings on 
the campus of Banbury and Bicester 
College with 78 retirement apartments 
have been approved. 

The development will take place in 
Banbury’s Bath Road and provide in- 
dependent housing for people aged 
over 55. 

Social enterprise Bromford, which 
specialises in affordable and specialist 
housing, hopes the first residents will 
be able to move into the new facilities 
in February 2018. 

The project includes many facilities 
such as a café, hairdressers, a gym, a 
village hall and an activity area. 

Incoming residents will have their 
own home, but they will be able to re- 
ceive additional support if they decide 


that they need it when they move in or 
in the future.

physically got the number of staff to 
cover. There's a national shortage of 
children’s nurses and we are competing 
with huge well established places, so we 
end up sharing people around. 

“If there are any people out there who 
are children’s nurses, who may have had 
a career break, we would be delighted to 
have them back.” 

Karen Guy, head of clinical services at 
Sue Ryder Nettlebed, said the South 
Oxfordshire hospice faced similar staffing 
issues, which she put down to the 
location of the hospice. 

She said: “Once staff are through the 
doors, they absolutely love hospice care 
but it’s being able to attract those staff in 
the first place and to retain and support 
them in an area of nursing that really 
challenges you to the core.”

£4.5m air ambulance will 
be available 24 hours a day 
as charity marks 15th year

SERIOUSLY injured patients 
in Oxfordshire will soon be 
able to be treated by air ambu- 
lance crews at night following 
the launch of the charity’s new 
£4.5m helicopter. 

Previously crews were only able 
to get to patients in daylight and 
would have to wait for a land am- 
bulance. 

But with the latest high-tech ad- 
dition, Thames Valley Air Ambu- 
lance will be able to offer a 24-hour 
service from its base at RAF Ben- 
son. 

The new Air Ambulance H135 
helicopter has been built with spe- 
cialist night vision kit including a 
spotlight that allows it to land in 
unlit areas such as fields at night. 

The charity has been working 
to step up its capability as it cel- 
ebrates its 15th year and estimates 
running costs - fully reliant on 
donations — with the new addition 
will grow by about £750,000 for 
next year. 

TVAA chief executive Mark 
Mcgeown said: “This is the most 
significant moment in stepping 
up our capabilities since we intro- 
duced our last aircraft five years 


ago. 
“Tt is significant for the people of

Inspired by the actions of the team 
of paramedics that helped save her 
life, Miss Ballard, from Andover, has 
now enrolled at Oxford Brookes and 
is training in the role herself. 

She said: “They not only saved my 
life but sent it in the right direction.” 


Message for 
drivers to be 
wary of deer 


DRIVERS are more at risk of 
being involved in deer-related 
accidents on Oxfordshire’s roads 
over the next two months, it has 
been announced 

The Country Land Association 
[CLA] has warned that there 
could be an increase in accidents 
involving deer on the county’s 
roads in October and November. 

The CLA, which represents 
landowners, farmers and rural 
businesses, said road users 
should be aware of the risks at 
dawn and dusk. 

The CLA said deer could appear 
very suddenly and recommended 
drivers slow down where 
warning signs indicate that wild 
animals may stray on to the road. 

CLA South East regional 
director Robin Edwards said: 
“Accidents involving deer tend to 
increase in the autumn, during 
the rutting season, when deer are 
moving in larger numbers 
during peak traffic times. 

“Between 40,000 and 75,000 deer 
are killed on the roads every 
year, according to the AA, and 
the size of the animals means 
these accidents can result in 
serious injuries to car users, as 
well as creating extensive 
damage to vehicles. 

“Tf you are involved in an 
accident with a deer, report the 
incident to the police, even if 
there is no damage to your 
vehicle or passengers.”

Firm is fined over fire safety law breach 


A CATERING company and a busi- 
ness woman from Banbury have been 
handed fines for breaching fire safety 
laws and putting staff and tenants in 
danger. 

Ercan Catering Limited and one of 
its directors Esref Ercan admitted al- 
lowing staff to sleep on the top floor of 
a property in High Street despite be- 
ing warned it was dangerous. 

Ercan and his firm admitted failing 
to take fire precautions to ensure the 
premises were safe for employees oc- 
cupying the upstairs bedrooms, fail- 
ing to ensure that employees could 
evacuate during a fire, and failing to 
ensure the fire alarm was maintained 
in good repair. 

The case was brought by Oxford- 
shire County Council on behalf of its 


Fire and Rescue Service, which said that 
Ercan was warned of the dangerous sleep- 
ing arrangements, but had ignored them. 

In a separate hearing, businesswoman 
Eugenia Simao admitted breaching a pro- 
hibition notice from fire safety inspectors 
after they discovered she was letting peo- 
ple sleep on the upper floors of a property 
in Parsons Street. 

Fire safety inspectors said they handed 
her the notice saying that the people oc- 
cupying the upper floors of the premises 
were placed at risk of death or serious in- 
jury if there were a fire, but found she had 
ignored it. 

She admitted breaching a prohibition 
notice and failing to provide an adequate 
fire alarms and fire detection systems. 

Both Ercan and Simao appeared at Ban- 
bury Magistrates’ Court on last week. 


Ercan and Ercan Catering Limited 
were fined a total of £5,700 for the three 
charges and ordered to pay costs total- 
ling £1,500, plus a victim surcharge of 
£240. 

Oxfordshire County Council’s deputy 
leader councillor Rodney Rose said that 
fire safety had to be taken seriously be- 
cause people’s lives are at risk. 

He added: “The fact the court has im- 
posed a substantial fine shows that fail- 
ure to take necessary fire precautions is 
viewed as a very serious matter and one 
which will be dealt with severely. 

“This and other recent cases show that 
we will not hesitate to prosecute anyone 
putting others at risk in this way.” 

Simao was fined £700, told to pay £500 
costs and a victim charge of £70. The 
prohibition notice remains in force.

THE WOMAN accused of 
fatally stabbing a 23-year- 
old man in her Banbury 
home feared she had “ru- 
ined” her life, a court was 
told. 

Natasha Capell denies 
murdering 23-year-old Kyle 
Byfield at her Jubilee Court 
home on April 16. 

But the mother-of-one ad- 
mitted one count of man- 
slaughter during the first 
day of the trial last week. 

Jurors at Oxford Crown 
Court were told Mr Byfield 
died of a stab wound to the 
chest. 

They heard the victim was 
with best friend Jake Orwa 
and Capell at the defendant’s 
home when she allegedly 
stabbed him with a 20cm 
blade. 

Prosecutor Alan Blake told 
the court Capell disposed 
of the knife in a newspaper 
storage box while paramed- 
ics, who arrived at about 
7.30am, were fighting to save 
Mr Byfield. 

Police officer Lucy McDon- 
agh told jurors she arrived 
at Jubilee Court at about 
8.10am and took Capell to her 
mother’s Bretch Hill home to 
see her young daughter who 
was staying there. 

The officer said the defend- 
ant was “sobbing” to her 
mother there and heard her 
say “I’ve ruined my life”. 

PC McDonagh told the 
court she later arrested 
Capell, who said “nothing 
even happened” when she 


Kyle Byfield died from a knife 
wound, the jury was told 


was cautioned in the police 
vehicle. 

Defence barrister Adrian 
Redgrave put it to the officer 
that Capell was “completely 
distressed” and had difficul- 
ty breathing after later find- 
ing out Mr Byfield had died. 

PC McDonagh replied: 
“Yes. She looked physically 
in shock at the suggestion 
that he had died.” 

Danielle Orwa, who was 
friends with Capell, told ju- 
rors her brother came to her 
home and told her about the 
stabbing shortly after leav- 
ing the scene. 

The mother-of-one said Mr 
Orwa was “hysterically cry- 
ing” and said he was going 
to kill himself after seeing 
Capell stab his best friend, 
adding: “I think Natasha 
panicked when she realised 
what had happened. She 
asked him [Mr Orwa] to hide 
the weapon but he said no.” 

The trial continues. 


Drive to recruit new care 
workers to meet demand 


A CAMPAIGN to recruit 
social care workers in 
Oxfordshire is to be 
launched in a bid to meet 
soaring demand for home 
care. 

High staff turnover and an 
estimated need for 7,500 
more workers over the next 
decade has prompted bosses 
to overhaul their approach 
to hiring. 

The county council will 
rollouta strategy focused 
on the “values, behaviours 
and attitudes” of new 
recruits. 

Up to 30 per cent of new 
social care workers are 
understood to be dropping 
out of the job in early 
stages. 

Deputy director of joint 


commissioning Kate 
Terroni said it was part of 
plans to transform the 
public image of social care 
workers. 

The council is due to hold 
six recruitment events this 
winter. 

Ms Terroni said: “It is not 
the easiest job out there, but 
it is certainly one of the 
most fulfilling. 

“We want the right people 
in the job, which is why we 
launching this campaign.” 

The county’s social care 
workforce is made up of 
14,250 people, which the 
council does not directly 
employ. It contracts out 
services to care providers, 
who employ home care staff, 
home workers and nurses.

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Nursery defends 
staff after Ofsted 


A BANBURY nursery has defended its 
staff after it was deemed ‘inadequate’ 
in an Ofsted report. 

NOA’s Ark Nursery in Drayton Road, 
which can take on nine children up to 
two years old, was inspected in August. 

The report said staff did not have 
sufficient support during school 
holidays and this was compromising 
the safety and welfare of children in its 
care. 

It also said that not all records were 
available to show staff had received 
appropriate background checks, first 
aid training and early years 
qualifications. 

Aspokesman for the nursery said: 
“We take this report extremely 
seriously and have acted to ensure we 
rectify the areas raised by Ofsted. 
Many of the actions have now been 
fully implemented to ensure that our 
provision is rapidly improved. 

“The circumstances at the time of 
the inspection could not be repeated 
and a future inspection will deliver a 
more positive outcome.” 

Inspectors did admit that staff did 
what they could in the circumstances 
to help keep children safe, and 
provided appropriate play 
opportunities.

“It was obviously a sad occa- 
sion as we recently lost Ann 
Bonner, and my thoughts and 
condolences are with her family 
and friends.” 

The result is the Labour Par- 
ty’s first by-election seat gain 
since leader Jeremy Corbyn was 
elected last month. 

Cherwell District Council 
member Claire Bell, also La- 
bour, was elected as the Ban- 
bury Town Council representa- 
tive for Grimsbury and Castle, 
receiving 787 votes. 

The Conservative’s Azmat 
Khaliq came second with 638 
votes, with UKIP’s Linda Wren 
in third with 171. 

Mrs Bell said: “I’m really 
proud that voters have shown 
up for this election and put their 
faith in me. 

“I’m so grateful as well to all 
the activists that helped to sup- 
port me, coming from all over 
Banbury and also Oxford.” 

Both elections had a turnout 
rate of 21.79 per cent.

MORE than 100 years after 
activist Emily Wilding Davison 
drew global attention to 
women’s suffrage by dying 
beneath the hooves of King 
George V’s horse at the Derby, 
this drama pays tribute to the 
trailblazers. 

Davison is peripheral here, 
relegated to the denouement of 
Abi Morgan’s script, which 
views the rebellion through the 
eyes of a fictional heroine. 

Prison scenes are grim, but it’s 
one simple domestic scene of a 
family torn apart behind closed 
doors which cuts to the bone. 

Carey Mulligan is destined for 
a Best Actress nomination at 
next year’s Oscars for her 
portrayal of a mother who loses 
everything because she refuses 
to walk in a man’s shadow. 

She bares her soul for the 
emotionally demanding role, 
flanked by supporting turns 
from Anne-Marie Duff and 
Helena Bonham Carter. 

In 1912 London, Maud Watts 
(Mulligan) works long hours in 
a laundry. Women earn less than 
men and are denied the vote, 
which rankles some of the 
workers, including outspoken 
mother Violet Miller (Duff).

GENERATIONS of youngsters 
might have grown up believing 
in fairies, thanks to the classic 
tale, but it proves harder to 
believe in this Pan.

VOLKSWAGEN ripped up 
the rule book when it came 
to its Golf plug-in hybrid. 

While other makers opted for 
a modest, understated, pious air 
for their hybrids, VW was hav- 
ing none of it. 

One glance at the badge on the 
back of the sharply-styled, pet- 
rol-electric hybrid gives a clue 
as to what is going on under the 
head-turning bodywork. 

GT stands for Gran Turismo 
and E for Electric; in every sense 
of the word. This is a twin-en- 
gined GTI, with all the perfor- 
mance and dynamic ability that 
famous bad boy badge conveys. 

The GTE has a 1.4-litre, 150 
horsepower TSI direct-injection 
petrol engine and a 102 horse- 
power electric motor. Using the 
electric motor alone, the GTE 
is capable of speeds of 81 mph. 
Combined with the TSI engine, 
it can sprint from zero to 62 mph 
in 7.6 seconds and on to a poten- 
tial 188mph. Together, the power 
plants combine to produce a us- 
able 204 horsepower. 

Even better news comes from 
the GTE’s impressive fuel ef- 
ficiency, with a combined cycle 
figure of 166mpg, CO2 emis- 
sions of 39g/km and a theoreti-

cal range of about 580 miles. It 
might carry a hefty price tag, 
but the GTE is a supremely hot 
hatchback with staggeringly im- 
pressive green credentials. 

The Golf GTE can be driven in 
five different modes and you can 
always see which is active on a 
multifunction display in the in- 
strument cluster. The car starts 
automatically in zero-emission 
electric mode and can run for 
up to 31 miles on electric. When 
the battery power falls to a mini- 
mum, the drive system switches 
to petrol power, behaving like a 
classic full hybrid. In this mode, 
the car uses the petrol engine 


and electric motor alternately, 
or both together, depending on 
the driving situation. 

The lithium-ion battery can be 
charged in three hours 45 min- 
utes from a domestic mains out- 
let, or two hours 15 minutes from 
a domestic charging station. 

The Golf GTE combines ele- 
ments of the look of the e-Golf 
and the GTI. The front bumper 
has C-shaped LED daytime run- 
ning lights, like on the e-Golf, as 
well as aerodynamic horizontal 
‘fins’, like on the GTI. 

The GTE also glows blue, in- 
cluding across the radiator 
grille and into the headlights.
